Introduction 


Welcome to the DreamWriter®. Your DreamWriter has been designed to give you a full range of Word Processing 
and Personal Organizer features. The purpose of this manual is to quickly teach you the main functions of the 
DreamWriter's Word Processor. The manual covers basic text editing, spell check, printing, file management and file 
transfer functions. For more in-depth information or for instruction on using the calculator, calendar, scheduler, world 
clock or address book, please refer to the DreamWriter Instruction Manual. If you purchased a DreamWriter with the 
infrared option, please refer to the Infrared Manual for instructions. 
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Hardware Overview 


Keyboard 

The DreamWriter has a full size standard

Hardware Overview 


AC Adapter Socket 

Plugging the AC adapter jack into this socket will power the 
DreamWriter and recharge the NiCad batteries. The 
batteries can be fully recharged within a 4 hour period, even 
while you continue to use the DreamWriter. 


WARNING: 

Only use the NTS AC Adapter provided with the 
DreamWriter. Other adapters can cause severe damage 
which is not covered by the warranty. Also, always turn off 
the DreamWriter prior to plugging in the adapter. 


Optional IR (Infrared) Port 
The Optional IR Port allow for wireless printing or data 
transfer to a MAC or Windows PC via DreamLink 


Serial Port 
Can be used to print directly to an ImageWriter printer; 
transfer files to Macintosh, Windows PC or another 
DreamWriter; or to connect a modem to the DreamWriter. 
The serial cable is provided with your DreamWriter. 


PCMCIA Slot 
By inserting a PCMCIA Type 1 memory card a user can 
store up to 512 pages of text. This is in addition to the 
built-in storage memory available on the DreamWriter. 


Parallel Printer Port 
This is used to print directly to most IBM compatible 
(parallel) printers. Use a standard Centronics printer cable 
to connect the DreamWriter to a parallel printer. 


Internal NiCad Batteries 
The DreamWriter is equipped with internal rechargeable 
NiCad batteries. The DreamWriter takes about 4 hours to 
recharge and can operate for up to 8 hours between 
charges. 


Note: 

Our recommendation is to recharge the DreamWriter every 
night. If you should require new batteries, please contact 
NTS to order as these are specially designed for the 
DreamWriter. 
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Getting Started 


1. Power-on, adjust contrast and extend legs. 
© Press power-switch located at the top right hand corner. 
© Use the Contrast Dial to adjust screen display. If too low, the screen will appear blank. 
© Extend the legs at the back of the DreamWriter to have the screen at an angle if preferred. 


2. Select the Word Processing Menu. 


© Screen asks you to choose [orcn] ORGANIZER MENU or the [we] WORD

© Press the [wp] key located just to the right of the spacebar to select this option.

4. Adjust Auto Power-Off and Sound 
The DreamWriter has a built-in automatic power off feature that will tum off your DreamWriter 
after 2 minutes if you have not touched the keys during that time. The 2 minute period can be 
set from 2 to 20 minutes or bypassed completely. The power-on sound can also be changed or 
tured off completely. 


* From the WP MENU, press [6] for OTHERS.

5. Editor Preferences - Grammar Checking and Sticky Shift Key Grama 
Check 
The DreamWriter has a built-in Grammar Checker and a Sticky Shift Key feature. The 
Grammar Checker is described in the SPELL CHECK/GRAMMAR CHECK section of the _| Sticky Shift 
Key 


Instruction Manual. 


Stick Shift Keys allows the operator of the DreamWriter to use the shift key without having to 
hold down two keys at the same time. When the Sticky Shift Keys feature is on, a press of the 
shift key will cause the next key pressed to be in upper case. The DreamWriter then reverts 
back to lower case. 


Stick Shift Keys can also be used to eliminate two key command sequences such as CTRL + 1. 
The CTRL can be pressed, then the | key rather than having to press 1 while holding the CTRL 


Key.

© Press [cTrL] + [INS] keys together.

4. Insert Command 
The DreamWriter is set by default to “overwrite”. This means that if your cursor is placed 
over existing text, the text will be overwritten. To have text inserted where the cursor is located: 
© Press the [INS] key located near the upper right hand corer of the keyboard. 
* The STATUS AREA will display INS to show that this feature is active. 


© To revert back to the overwrite mode, press the [INS] key again. 


© To insert an entire blank line, press [att] + [INS] together. 


After inserting or deleting text it may be necessary to reformat the text to fit between the 
margins. To reformat, move your cursor to the beginning of the paragraph where the 


change occurred and press [act] + [9] together. 


Deleting Text 


To erase a single character of text and/or to move the cursor one space to the left, use the 


BACK 


key located on the upper right hand corner of the keyboard. Other methods to delete are done in 


combination with the [ALT] key as indicated below. 


Delete a character ALT}+ [BACK 
Delete a word aut|+ 
Delete a line ALT|+ E 
Undo a deleted line or word CTRL|+ | BACK 


You can only reverse a deletion of a character, word or line provided you have not 
performed another function since the deletion took place. The only exception is if you 
V moved the cursor after the deletion, but you did not type additional text. Move the cursor 


= back to the original delete position and undelete. 


Quick Keys 


Once you have entered in some sample text, practice moving the cursor. One way to do this is by using 
the arrow keys. The following Quick Keys will move the cursor around quickly and are very helpful 
when you wish to edit a large document. The arrow keys are color coded and labeled to help you use 


these key combinations.

When the key combinations are pressed the desired function will be turned on and the style applied 
from that point on. To tum off the style, repeat the command. The B, X and Z keys are color coded and 


labeled to remind you of the key combinations. The STATUS AREA indicates any styles you have 
active as shown in the example below.

Spell Check 


‘The DreamWriter is equipped with two dictionaries for spell checking your work. There is a 77,000 
word dictionary and a 300 word user dictionary where you can store special words or names. You can 


set the DreamWriter to spell check your document while you are entering text or after-the-fact. 


1, Spell Check while entering text. 


2. Spell Check after text is entered. 


Setting Document Style 


Before you begin typing a document you may want to set the style of your document which includes 
setting the desired Pitch, Line Spacing and Page Format. This is done in the EDIT TEXT screen. 


1. Changing Pitch. 


2. Changing Line Spacing. 


Press [att] + [6] for the AUTO SPELL command. 


An “S” is displayed in the STATUS AREA when the AUTO SPELL command is active. 
A beep is heard whenever a word is typed that is not in either dictionary. 


Press [ALT] + [7] to invoke the dictionary when a beep is heard. 
Select one of the three options by entering the corresponding number. 


Press [.1] to bypass this word without making changes or [can] to exit the window. 


If you choose to ignore, the word will be selected again if you spell check your entire document. 
Press [ALT] + [6] to toggle off the AUTO SPELL command at any time.

Ifyou only want to change a section of a document already typed, highlight the section by 
placing your cursor at the beginning of the section, press [act] + [4] to SELECT. Move 
your cursor to the end of the section and toggle to the preferred setting. Once you have 
made your changes, press [att] + [4] to remove the SELECT highlighting. 


3. Changing Format Settings. 


The DreamWriter defaults are for a standard 8% by 11 paper, allowing a margin of 1 inch on all 
sides.

Your printer may not be supported for a direct connection. Printers such as the Apple 
LaserWriter and StyleWriter are not supported for direct connection. The DreamWriter's 
DreamLink software allows you to “print through” your Macintosh or Windows PC allowing 


support for any printer that is compatible with your computer. DreamLink also allows you 
to transfer files from your DreamWriter to your Macintosh or PC for editing, storing and 
printing later. 


DreamLink Software 


NTS provides the DreamLink software for both Macintosh and Windows with your DreamWriter. We 
recommend that you load the DreamLink software on the hard drive of your Mac or PC so that it will 
always be available. 


This software allows you to print your files from the DreamWriter through a Mac or PC directly to a 
printer. This is commonly referred to as a “Print Through” process. This process will allow you to 
print to any printer that is connected to your Mac or PC. Dreamlink also allows you to transfer your 
files from the DreamWriter to a Mac or PC for storage or editing. 


The file transfer for either option automatically chooses the RTF (Rich Text Format) format which has 
now become the industry standard for word processing file transfers. Unlike an ASCII file transfer, 
RTF file transfers will maintain special features such as bold and underlining. Ensure that RTF is listed 
as a file type in your word processing software on the Mac or PC. If not you may need to reload your 
word processing software.

Appendix B Battery Management 

Your DreamWriter comes with a NiCad rechargeable battery pack and a backup Lithium cell. Do not leave your 
DreamWriter plugged in or unattended for a period of greater than seven (7) days. It is recommended that the batteries 
be run down until the low battery warning appears on the screen; then recharged for four hours. This is particularly 
important after the DreamWriter has been stored for a long period of time or when it is newly purchased. Using the NTS 
AC adapter, you may also choose to recharge daily if desired. If you are using a Rol-A-Lab®, NTS suggests that it be 
plugged in every night. Do not leave your ROL-A-Lab plugged in or unattended for a period of greater than seven (7) 


days. The Lithium battery strictly “backs up” the NiCads in case they discharge or when the battery pack is being 
replaced.
